It  Is  a  mlstular  to  suppose  that  the  roc* 
of  good  houseksepera  died  out  with  our 
grandmothers  I  know  one  small  woman 
who  could  glvejsome  of  those  blessed  old 
dames  points  on  housekeeping  that  would 
make  them  oinii  their  eyes.  It  require 
greater  executive  ability  to  manage  a 
house  that  is  d^imy  and  ortUtic  in  all  Its 
belongings  ihnp  one  whose  chief  charac¬ 
teristics  are  bareness  and  cleanliness. 

Draperies  aqd  brie-a-bruc  and  downy 
cushions  represent  work  In  the  way  of 
airing  and  du-fiug  and  bating  that  our 
grandmothers  were  strangers  to.  Not  that 
there  ware  no  qurtaine  or  cushions  in  the 
good  old  days,  but  they  were  by  no  means 
so  universal  oigl  were  found  principally  lu 
heroes  of  wealth,  where  there  were  serv¬ 
ants  galore. 

The  housektAqs  r  who  has  Inspired  my 
present  tbemo  is  what  might  bo  called  a 

new  woman  '  She  is  a  physician;  she 
has  a  cummcjdlous  and  elegant  home, 
which  Is  always  lu  perfect  order  and  per¬ 
fectly  managed  ,  she  nas  four  young  chi l 
dren,  whose  wardrobe  and  education*  and 
amusements  are  managed  with  the  most 
perfect  generalship;  she  is  a  inetuhor  of 
Soroals  and  figds  time  for  social  pleasures 
as  Well,  and,  best  of  all,  her  husband, 
himself  a  professional  man  of  note.

Dry  goods  measurements  Jn  the  large 
shops  are  generally  very  acejirate  because 
t  he  employees  are  under  strict  orders  to  b* 
exact.

Butchers  claim  that  tho  deficiencies  id 
their  weights  are  all  due  tffi  the  waste  W 
trimming  5>ry  well,  order  tbo  mean  soul 
untrlm mod.  You  will  got  fresher 
and  what  viiu-trlm  off  will  often  give  yog 
nice  bits  f..r  tho  stock  pot,  Juet,  etc.  Tty 
it  and  l»o  oonvlnoed.  * 

A  quick  wltted  housekeeper  says  she  has 
saved  many  a  dollar  In  plumbers'  bills  by 
buying  a  force  cup  and  learning  to  handl* 
a  wrench.  IVsplte  washing  soda  and  pot¬ 
ash,  now  and  then  something  unmeltabl* 
slips  through  the  sink  strainer  and  clogs 
the  pipe.  (AU  tne  more  modern  plumbing 
has  a  nut  at  the  bottom  of  the'  gooae 
neck."  just  below  the  sink.  By  setting  a 
pan  beneath  this  and  with'  a  wrench  loo*- 
eniDg  and  then  removing  the  cap  the  ob¬ 
struction  will  goneraHy  be  found  right 
there.  .Sometimes  the  force  cup  applied 
over  the  strainer  lu  the  si igk  will  be  suffi¬ 
cient  to  clear  the  pipe  without  taking  the 
cap  off  the  goose  neck.  If  both  fail,  no 
harm  will  have  been  done,  but  one  or  the 
other  succeeds  often  enough  to  nmko  if, 
worth  while  to  qxerclse  one's  Ingenuity  a 
bit
